Those Who Have Enlisted in German 
Arm y Made Good. 
Berlin, Oct. 
28.—The 
w ar effects 
are distinctly noticeable 
in Germa­ 
ny’s law-breakers, 
according 
to the 
‘‘Association for 
the 
Betterm ent of 
Criminals.” 
Released convicts so far 
as they have come under the obesr- 
vation of this organization, have in a 
majority of 
cases 
enlisted 
in 
the 
army if physically able to do so, and 
have made good 
iii civil occupations 
when their health made it impossible 
for them to serve. 
So many of the able bodied releas­ 
ed in the past few months have gone 
into Die arm y 
that 
the association 
has had more jobs of 
a civilian na­ 
ture than it could dispose of, and the 
wages offered have risen accordingly. 
All but 19 of the 538 men 
who ap­ 
plied for work have been given some­ 
thing to do. 
Paroled prisoners are 
said to have shown an unusually high 
percentage of apparent reform since 
the start of the war.
